Officials of the 
mine said they still hoped the 
men would be found alive, bu 
as the hours went by, fear for 
them increased.

out 10 miners despite a fire 
licking around the pit when 
the men were trapped. Only 
one of the 19 was seriously 
injured.

Americans in smaller northern com- 


munities where the Negro population is 
small or practically nonexistent may sur- 
mise that the main conflict in race relations 
is between the white supremists and the 
Negro advocates of integration. But there 
are at least two Negro groups which are as 
violently opposed to integration as are the . 
Citizen's Councils in the south. And their 
appeal is through hate and violence. 


The Temple of Islam, which purports 


to be a Moslem group, has its headquar- 
ters in Chicago but, like the United African 
Nationalist Movement, it probably has its 
greatest numbers 01 followers in Ilailem. 
According to Roy Wilkins, executive secre- 
tary of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, these groups 
"are no better in their racial creeds than 
the Ku Klux Klan." 


Both organizations are violently anti- 


Christian, anti-Jew and anti-white. Some of 
their pamphlets speak of integration as 
"leading their people down the deadend 
street of oblivion and extinction." Christi- 
anity is charged with "worshipping the 
white God that the oppressor has created 
for him, so as to keep him mentally en- 
slaved." The American Negro is told to 
"think black, act black, buy black and not 
trust the white man." 


Spelling Reform 


The spelling of English is of couise an 


abomination and we had always supposed 
that the center of the objection to it was in 
the Middle West, particularly in the vicinity 
of Chicago. It always has appeared that 
English spelling would have been'sufficient 
reason for Chicago's former Mayor Thomp- 
son' to express his desire to punch King 
George in the snoot. It was difficult of 
course to understand the Chicago Tribune's 
long continued campaign for simplified 
spelling and that newspaper's great dislike 
for the late Mayor Thompson who appeared 
to be willing to do something drastic to the 
English king which might in turn have had 
some good effects upon the spelling of the 
king's English. But that complicated situa- 
tion is no more difficult than English 
spelling. American spelling and English 
spelling are of course much the same, at 
least they are the same in all of the objec- 
tionable features because American spell- 
ing is basically English spelling. 


Americans have been unable to do any- 


thing about their spelling largely because 
the schoolmams and schoolmasters who are 
in control of the situation have refused to 
accept the leadership of any newspaper, 
magazine or other publication to change 
the rules laid down in their textbooks. 


However, W. J. Reed, headmaster of the 


Broadstairs Church of England Primary 
School, is offering leadership in this field 
which might appeal to his fellow teachers. 
His views on spelling are presented in a 
pamphlet

Segregation from white people is para-

But, as a 
Negro religious leader in Harlem has 
pointed out, the persecution and lack of 
opportunity explains extreme Negro racism 
but it does not excuse it. 


Moreover, there is no solution to race 


problems through more hatred and the 
arousing of violent reactions. But the white 
northerner must realize that there will be 
more of it unless the Negro finds opportun- 
ity in northern cities. It is a problem that 
must be faced by every city because south- 
erners, both white and colored, are moving 
north in ever increasing numbers. 


Schools" which has been published in Lon- 
don by the Simplified Spelling Society. 
Headmaster Reed says that conventional 
English spelling is outmoded, inefficient, 
inconsistent, and so difficult that it ac- 
counts for the unnecessarily high amount 
of illiteracy among the English speaking 
peoples. 


He is inclined to blame the whole thing 


on Dr. Samuel Johnson's dictionary of 1755. 
One of his reforms would be to spell "f" 
as "f" and not as "ph" or "gh." He says that 
when a child begins to enter the world of 
learning he is confronted immediately with 
17 ways of representing the sound usually 
spelled "sh." 


This inconsistency, says Mr. Reed, has 


been one of the reasons students begin by 
being frustrated and apathetic and end 
up resentful and anti-social, and still un- 
able to spell. Mr. Reed demands to know 
"Why then do we persist in printing every- 
thing in the spelling of 1755 and making 
our children struggle with its inconsisten- 
cy?" 


The answer to Mr. Reed's question, we 


think, is clearly that school teachers like 
himself continue to teach the ancient form 
of spelling and furthermore they impress 
their students with the fact that it is dis- 
graceful if not almost criminal to engage 
in any other kind of spelling. Since the 
teachers are the only group that could pos- 
sibly have success in bringing about spell- 
ing reform, it is encouraging to see an Eng- 
lish headmaster offering leadership in this 
field.

One of the most difficult problems for 


American governmental agencies is to pro- 
tect its secrets from foreign spies. 


Occasionally when employes of defense 


agencies have been discharged, allegedly 
because of some connection their parents 
or close relatives may have with the Com- 
munists, there has baen a great protest 
raised on the ground that such employes 
were being punished for something their 
relatives had done. There are some people 
in this country who believe that the gov- 
ernment of the United States must hire 
anyone who applies for a job and appears 
qualified, and continue that person in em- 
ployment regardless of any apparent risk 
to the security of the nation unless he can 
be proved guilty by open trial in which he 
is faced by his accusers. This is the case if a 
person is accused of crime and the effort 
has been to extend that rule to defend a 
person's right to a government job.

The armies enlisted no 


men as cooks. Often a com- 
pany would simply be issued 
a quantity of provisions and 
invited to prepare the stuff 
as best it could.

One army legend 
held that they were usually 
the least valuable soldiers, 
on the theory that they 
would do less harm in the 
cook shack than anywhere 
else. 


When an army was on the 


march, the ration issue 
usually 
consisted of salt 


pork, hardtack and coffee. 
Thevhardtack was good, if 
fresh; with age, it usually 
got infested with weevils. 


In the Union Army, the

The Union soldiers moved 


energetically and effectively 
to destroy slavery. They 
were operating a g a i n s t 
southern property — and the 
most obvious property was 
the slave. To help the slaves 
get away from the plantation 
was to weaken southern pro- 
ductive capacity. As a re- 
sult, slavery had been fatally 
weakened long before the 
war itself came to an end. 


Standard infantry weapon 


in the Civil war was the 
rifled Springfield — a muz- 
zle-loader with an effective 
range of 250 yards. Com- 
pared with all pre v i o u s 
weapons it was a fearfully 
destructive and effici e n t 
piece. For the infantry of 
that day still moved and

It took the high command 


a long time to revise tactics 
to meet this changed situa- 
tion, and battles ran up 
dreadful casualty lists. For 
an army to lose 25 per cent 
of its numbers in a major 
battle was by no means un- 
common. Individual units 
were sometimes n e a r l y 
wiped out. 


But the discipline which 


took the Civil war soldier 
into action, while it may 
have been very sketchy by 
modern standards, was nev- 
ertheless highly effective on

more had very little to learn 
about the business of fight- 
ing.
